There will be plenty of opportunities foi 
work, he dedajes and we hope that he is, right. Especially 
agreeable is hife statement that building construction is increas- 
ing whether or not he is correct in saying that "buildeis have at 
last come to. the belief that neither labor nor building costs art 
going to decline. But we are a bit doubtful about the accuracy 
Of hia interpretation of the significance of "floating employment 
among workers who quit their jobs in hope of finding better 
ones." Ho aigues that "the prevalence of this intelligent dis- 
content is a good barometer of oui prosperity; without a steady 
demand for labor, men would not risk qutting their jobs to find 
new ones."

'thermore, he realizes that if his build- 
ings and lots are not sanitary and at- 
tractive, prospective buyers are not 
apt to be favoably impressed with the 
animals he offers for sale. 


The s.ite of the hog plant, including 


buildings and a scries of forage lots, 
should have good drainage. The loca- 
tion should be such that the water 
from 
heavy rains 
will drain 
away 


freely. If water is allowed to run in- 
to the houses or stand in the lots, the 
breeder will soon find his hogs living 
under 
unsanitary conditions which 


means good breeding places for 
di- 


sease germs. 
. Sanitary, quarters, good drainage, 
abundance of sunlight, ample ventila- 
tion and plenty of exercise, together 
with forage lots, are essential to the 
health o f the hog and to the success 
of the breeder.

FITTING AND EXHIBITING 


In order that the pig will present 


an attractive appearance in the show 
ring it is often advisable to clip the 
coarse hair out of its ears a few days 
before the show. Clipping the tail, >f 
properly done, will also improve the 
appearance of the pig. The switch at 
the tip of the tail should not be clip- 
ped. Tigs that are wild and untrain- 
ed never make a good exhibit. The 
exhibitor 
should begin training 
the 


•pig early so that he may be controlled 
without excitement in the show ring. 
This training may start by giving the 
pie; daily walks. Pigs, and particu- 
larly boars, that are of an excitable 
nature, 
should be controlled in 
the 


fh<nv ring with a small hurdle.

There will be plenty of opportunities foi 
work, he dedajes and we hope that he is, right. Especially 
agreeable is hife statement that building construction is increas- 
ing whether or not he is correct in saying that "buildeis have at 
last come to. the belief that neither labor nor building costs art 
going to decline. But we are a bit doubtful about the accuracy 
Of hia interpretation of the significance of "floating employment 
among workers who quit their jobs in hope of finding better 
ones." Ho aigues that "the prevalence of this intelligent dis- 
content is a good barometer of oui prosperity; without a steady 
demand for labor, men would not risk qutting their jobs to find 
new ones." 


An old and lespccted axiom warned that "it is always easier 


to get a job when you have one." The theory was that posses- 
sion of a job proved a man capable of holding one; more, it was 
evidence that he was a desirable employe.

Strict observance to .san- 
itation, more than any one thing, pro- 
motes thrift and good health in the 
herd. The 
successful 
hog breeder 


recognizes thi;- rule and finds it pro- 
fitable to put it into practice. Fur- 
'thermore, he realizes that if his build- 
ings and lots are not sanitary and at- 
tractive, prospective buyers are not 
apt to be favoably impressed with the 
animals he offers for sale. 


The s.ite of the hog plant, including 


buildings and a scries of forage lots, 
should have good drainage. The loca- 
tion should be such that the water 
from 
heavy rains 
will drain 
away 


freely. If water is allowed to run in- 
to the houses or stand in the lots, the 
breeder will soon find his hogs living 
under 
unsanitary conditions which 


means good breeding places for 
di- 


sease germs. 
. Sanitary, quarters, good drainage, 
abundance of sunlight, ample ventila- 
tion and plenty of exercise, together 
with forage lots, are essential to the 
health o f the hog and to the success 
of the breeder.

FITTING AND EXHIBITING 


In order that the pig will present 


an attractive appearance in the show 
ring it is often advisable to clip the 
coarse hair out of its ears a few days 
before the show. Clipping the tail, >f 
properly done, will also improve the 
appearance of the pig. The switch at 
the tip of the tail should not be clip- 
ped. Tigs that are wild and untrain- 
ed never make a good exhibit. The 
exhibitor 
should begin training 
the 


•pig early so that he may be controlled 
without excitement in the show ring. 
This training may start by giving the 
pie; daily walks. Pigs, and particu- 
larly boars, that are of an excitable 
nature, 
should be controlled in 
the 


fh<nv ring with a small hurdle. 


Just before driving into the show 


ring the 
pig should receive a final 


brushing. The quality of the pig will 
be r.iade more pronounced by rubbing;
